College in St. Charles. 

They were riding in a north- 
bound convertible which went 
out of control and swerved into 
a southbound traffic lane, col- 
liding with the tractor-trailer. 
After the impact, the convert- 
ible spun back to the east side 
of the highway and plunged 
into a ditch. 

All Found Dead in Car. 

The four students were found 
dead in the car, one ‘pair in the 
front seat, the other in the 


back. Highway patrolmen esti- 


mated the speed of the convert- 
ible at the time of the crash at 
75 miles an hour, based on 
statements from witnesses and 
the damage caused, They said 
Carter apparently was the

The complaining Teamsters 
members contend Hoffa was 
chosen by delegates largely 
hand-picked to rig his election. 
They charge many delegates 
were picked in violation of the 
union’s constitution.

However, he said there was 
nothing wrong with this action. 

The member group seeks not

(or perigee) at 170 miles and 
the farthest point (or apogee) 
570 miles. 

In its week of whirling around 
the world, Dr. Hagen said, the 
satellite has shown no sign of 
slowing down from its speed 
of about 18,000 miles an hour.

sighted hurtling across the sky 
this morning by a moonwatch 
team on the roof of the Harvard 
Observatory. 

The rocket was sighted first 
at 6:18 a.m. (5:18 a.m. St. Louis 
time), three minutes earlier 
than scheduled. Sputnik, much 
smaller and visible to the naked 
eye, followed just about a 
minute later. 

Both satellites were sighted 
by a half dozen observers on a 
crisp, clear morning with tem- 
peratures “only a few degrees 
above freezing. 

Prof. Donald L. Menzell, di- 
rector of the Harvard Observa- 
tory, swung a camera in the 
direction of the fleeting rocket 
and caught a blurred image on 
film.

Paul Valle of Boston 
described it as yellow-white. 

Prof. Menzell said he was 
surprised by the “apparently 
terrific speed” of the rocket as 
it appeared to the naked eye. 


World’s Largest Radio Tele- 
scope Contacts Sputnik. 
JODRELL BANK, England, 
Oct. 12 (AP)—The world’s larg- 
est radio telescope has made 
contact with the Soviet satel- 
lite or part of the rocket that 
is hurtling through space with 

it. 

Scientists at the Manchester 
University astronomical station 
here worked frantically all week 
to get the telescope ready. Last 
night Prof. Arthur C. B. Lovell, 
who is in charge of the 250- 
foot-wide, dish-shaped  tele- 
scope, said: 

“We have observed an echo 
on one of the equipments on 
the large telescope which is 
compatible with a response 
from the rocket part of the 
satellite.” 

The $2,240,000 telescope was 
used for the firs: time Thurs- 
day night when it picked up 
radar echoes from the moon, 
Lovell said then that radar con- 
tacts with the satellite would 
produce accurate measurements 
of its height. 


Scientists were still trying for 
photographs of Sputnik, as well 
as more accurate measurements 
of its course and speed. 

The hopes of United States 
scientists for pictures of the 
satellite hinge on a three-ton 
camera with a 20 - inch lens 
which has just been assembled 
at Pasadena, Calif. 

Cloudy skies blocked efforts 
to make photographs yesterday, 
but the camera will be aimed 
skyward for the next few days.

Help for County Schools 


Public school enrollment in St. Louis county 
has finally reached the point where it exceeds 
that of St. Louls. Some 97,000 youngsters have 
begun class work in the county this fall as com- 


pared with about 96,000 in the city. And as the 


county continues itg phenomenal growth that 
gap will widen. Public education in the county 
is big business, but it is not properly organized. 

Educational opportunities vary widely among 
the county's 29 school districts. There is no 
guaranteed standard as there is in St. Louis. No 
matter where a child resides in the city, per- 
pupil expenditures for his school are the same. 
This is not so in the cqunty. Some county dis- 
tricts can afford to spend as little as $112 a year 
per pupil; others as high as $633. 

Moreover, public education in the county is 
costing many taxpayers—perhaps most of them— 
more than it should. | 

+ * * 

Two solutions have been suggested. The first 
was urged last January by Supervisor Matthews 
and indorsed in a persuasive article in The 
Suburban Educator, reprinted recently on this 


_ page, by Edgar C. Miller of Fairview High 


School. That solution is to form a single school 
district. . | 

A single district would equalize educational 
opportunities and costs, provide first-rate spe- 
cialized education and, Mr. Miller claims, pro- 
vide sufficient- bonding capacity so that the 
county could meet all its pressing building needs. 

The Metropolitan St. Louis Survey has urged 
that the 29 districts be retained, but that more 
nearly equal educational opportunities be cre- 
ated. The Survey’s method of achieving this is 
based on a standard minimum expenditure per 
pupil‘in every district. That sum would be guar- 
anteed to each district by a uniform school tax 
levied throughout the county. 

The Survey's proposal would require state 
enabling legislation, but the single-district idea 
can be advanced and submitted to the voters on 
the motion of the County School Board alone. 
Indeed, consolidation of school districts is the 
County Board’s pringipal reason for existence.

To date the County Board has shied away from 
either plan and has pleaded the need of $50,000 
for-e “survey.” For what? Everybody knows 
the basic facts of the county's situation. The 
question is which of the two methods is 
preferable. This requires thought by the Coun- 
ty Board, not a survey.

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Downfall of PR 


A great tide of municipal reform that reached 
its high point in this country in Cincinnati may 
be ebbing now. For the voters of the Ohio city 
have rejected “PR”—proportional representation. 

Cincinnati adopted PR and the city manager 
system in 1925, to curb an arrogant political ma- 
chine. Since then the voters four times refused 
to erase the PR plan, but each time the vote 
was closer. This time the result was a decisive 
65,593 to 54,004 to abolish PR, though not the 
manager system. ‘ . 

Proportional representation is, simply, an ef- 
fort to weight a vote so an elected body will 
represent sizable minority groups as well as the 
majority, in proportion to their numbers. PR 
has been discussed since the 1700s. It has been 
employed around the world, even in some na- 
tional elections. But in recent years the trend 
has been against it, particularly on the national 
level, because représentation of minorities has 
often led in practice to paralysis of governments 
where no single group had decisive power to 
lead. 

PR works in this manner: A voter marks his 
ballot indicating first, second and third choices 

for office and so on for as many choices as he 
pleases. A quota is established for election, 
usually by dividing the number of ballots. by the 
number of candidates plus one. Candidates with 
more than the quota are declared elected; their 
surplus ballots are transferred to the next avail- 
able choices. The low men are eliminated and 
their ballots transferred in the same way, until 
all offices are filled. 

Cincinnati’s dissatisfaction arose, apparently, 
partly because of the complexity of the PR sys- 
tem, and partly because PR did give representa- 
tion to minority groups such as labor and the 
Negroes, The racial issug, unfortunately, was 
used against it. | 

So, as a substitute, Cincinnati henceforth will 
choose its nine councilmen by a nonpartisan ro- 
tating ballot, electing the nine candidates win- 


ning the largest votes. There will be no pri- © 
mary. This substitute is less complex than PR © 


but may prove far 
ment of re ve government. 

The two political groups in Cincin- 
nati are the regular Republican organization and

sentation belongs to all. PR insured the latter, 
sometimes at the expense of the former. But 
Cincinnati's new system curbs representation 
without any assurarice that the right of decision 
will belong to a real majority. 
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This Side of Outer Space 

Ambassador Lodge has taken the first step at 
the United Nations toward an international ef- 
fort to eliminate satellites and other outer-space 
objects as weapons of. war. It is well that the 
step should be taken. It is also well to realize 
that any substantial progress along this line may 
be years ahead. 

Mr. Lodge proposes that a technical commis- 
sion be set up to explore how a system of in- 
spection and control could be applied to poten- 
tial space weapons. Technical commissions. to 
explore the same question with respect to atomic 
and conventional weapons have been working 
for more than 10 years without spectacular re- 
sult. As the years have passed it has become 
clearer and clearer that the main obstacles to 
disarmament are not technical but political. 
Once a genuine will to disarm were embodied 
in a meaningful treaty, any problems of tech- 
nique could be solved in a hurry. 

So the disarmament question after Sputnik I 
remains substantially what it was before: How 
to make a start toward significant disarmament 
now? 

Ambassador Lodge sensibly proposed that the 
space-weapon study be got under way at once, 
without waiting for a conclusion of negotiations 
on general disarmament. Unfortunately he did 
not make the same proposal with respect to a 
suspension of nuclear tests. Yet a moratorium 
on tests, particularly of the super-hydrogen 


. bombs, would be one of the most significant, 


most dramatic and most easily policed mé@asures 
of disarmament that could be taken, 


Japan undoubtedly was speaking for millions 
of people all over the world when it proposed 
to the General. Assembly a resolution under 
which tests would be suspended for a year, dur- 
ing which negotiations on general disarmament 
would go forward. If bad faith were shown in 
those negotiations, then the test ban could come 
to an end. 

The American policy of trying toobtain a firm 
disarmament commitment as the price of sus- 
pending nuclear tests may have had something 
to be said for it at one time, but it is now clear, 
as the Japanese delegate, said, that the more 
urgent priority is to take some preliminary step 
which would represent at once a significant act 
of international conduct and a stimulus to re- 
newed effort in other fields of disarmament. 
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Some Characters Lose 

The maple trees are turning to flame, the 
World Series is over, and the time has come for 
all red-blooded admirers of sport to consider 
eharacter building. Football, that is. 

“The greatest way in the world to build char- 
acter,” says Coach Jim Tatum of the University 
of North Carolina, “is to play winning football. 
Losing results in an inferiority complex.” 

Coach Tatum said this after his team had de- 
feated Navy in an upset. Would he have said 
the same thing two weeks earlier, after his team 
had lost a game? Perhaps not. But at any rate 
he has dealt with a subject for which all football 
coaches traditionally have had a soft spot. 

College football is, of course, a thrilling spec- 
tacle of interest to millions. One might expect 
the average coach to stand on that, but it is not 
enough. From the days of Walter Camp, coaches 
have been busy building character. Nowadays, 
of course, they are also expected to regard foot- 
ball as a winning proposition, so sooner or later 
some coach was bound to equate the two, as Mr. 
Tatum has now done. 

His philosophy is certainly different from that 
constructed on the playing fields of Eton, which 
taught the gentlemanliness of being a.good loser 
among other things. The Tatum theory is dif- 
ferent from the ideas of older football coaches 
who, being realists, contended that character 
was built out of hard knocks, the old college try 
and so on. Possibly Mr. Tatum would regard 
those educational ideas as hedging; he has a 
winning record. 

But whatever the philosophical or psycho- 
logical merits of the Tatum principle, its weak- 
ness is mathematical. For somebody does have 
to lose. The odds are that for every victor in 
footbaH there is a loser. And if half the college 
teams are buildifig character by crossing goal 
lines, the other half must be developing inferior- 
ity complexes by having their goal lines crossed. 
According to Coach Tatum.

An opposite ruling would 
have opened the way for the 
collection of millions of dol- 
jars in claims by state and city 
agencies against the sponsors 
of immigrants. 

Justice Silverman made the 
ruling in dismissing a suit by 
the State of California against 
Samuel Renel, once a high-fash- 
ion designer here, and his wife, 
Ida.

SANDYS CRUISES 
ON A-SUBMARINE,

PLYMOUTH, England, Oct. 
12 (AP) — Defense Minister 
Duncan Sandys spent five hours 
yesterday cruising in the Eng- 
lish Channel aboard the United 
States Navy's atomic-powered 
submarine Nautilus, 

He came ashore talking of 
“an unforgettable experience.” 

“The advent of the Nautilus 
is as revolutionary an advance, 
as great as the change from sail 
to steam,” Sandys told newspe- 
per men, 

With him on the trip were 
Adm, Earl Mountbatten, 
Britain's first sea lord; Sir Fred-

son, the Admiralty’s expert on 
atomic energy, and other top 
naval officials. 

Sandys said they all were im- 
pressed with the exceptional 
speed of the Nautilus, its ca- 
pacity to dive to unprecedented 
depths, its maneuverability and 
its ability to stay under for long 
periods. 


Dr. Hagen

venture among 64 nations. Dr. 
Hagen noted that the United 
States has discussed its satel- 
lite program “frankly and open- 
ly.” Russia, he said, has yet to 
inform the I.G.Y. organization 
officially about its rocketry and 
satellite program except in gen- 
eral terms. 

Because of the openness of 
the United States program, Dr. 
Hagen said, the viet Union 
knew that according to the 
original plans set in 1955 this 
country planned to attempt 
launching its first satellite this 
month. 

“Unforseen difficulties” of 
the kind that occur in any new 
technological project cropped 
up, he said, with the result that 
the first United States launch- 
ing of an earth satellite has 
been delayed until next March. 

Aware of Impact. 

Dr. Hagen was asked whether 
anyone in the United States 
Government realized the “‘ter- 
rific psychological impact” if 
the Soviet Union beat the 
United States to launching the 
first satellite. He replied thet 
everyone working on the proj- 
ect “understood the implica- 
tions” and that “many of us 
heartily believed there would 
be a great impact on the people 
of the United States and on all 
the people of the world.”
